On the President's I'e/o of I he Bank Bill, 


JULY 12, 1832. 


It huvinof pleaded the Sovereign Ruler of 


tlic Universe, in Hie course oi' hirfju.-l and 
wise providence, to visit our beloved country, 
with a desolating- PESTlLENCIvlenomiua- ' 
ted the Spasmodic or Asiatic Cholera, and 
believing1. I hat mercy is a distinsruishinM 
1 at- 


tribute of the Deity: that he exhibits his 
si ranee works of judgment, bv the infliction 
of chastisements upon his creature? because 
of their transgressions, for the benign pur- 
prne of causing- them to turn from the evil ol 
their ways, and to fly unlo him as lo their sure 
refuge, and the rock of their salvation. 


And although the propriety of recommend- 


ing1 a fast, bv the civil authority of a state, is 
doubted by some, and altogether denied by 
others, yet, when a whole people is threatened 
with the visitation of ''the pestilence that I 
walketh in darkness." bearing death and de- 
struction in its train, it becomes the duty of 
all. whether occupying civil, or religious sta- 
tions, to arouse their fellow citizens to a sense 
of their danger, and to exhort them as one 
man, 
to devote themselves in humility and 


Godly fear, on a day to be set apart for that 
purpose, to the service of the God of Nations. 
and to unite in common supplication to him. in 
whose hands our lives are, that he would gra- 
ciously avert from us the threatened calami- 
ty. or mitigate its desolating severity. 


Under these impressions, and in accordance 


with an intimation of an earnest desire on 
the part of a respectable number of the Rev- 
erend clergy, of different religious denomina- 
tions, and other devout and well disposed cit- 
izens of this commonwealth, that the Execu- 
tive of this State would recommend to the 
people of the same, the observance of a day, 
to be set apart as a day of fasting, humilia- 
tion and prayer. I do therefore, hereby, earn- 
estly recommend to al! my fellow citi/.cns. 
within this Common wealth, that lay ing aside, 
as far as practicable, all worldlv avocations. 
they observe THURSDAY TUB NINTTJ 


' DAY of AUGUST' NEXT, as a day of HU- 


MILIATION. FAST] NO AND PRAYER, 
implcrincr the God of Heaven, to remit unto 
us all our iniquities, transgressions and sins: 
deprecating his merited displeasure: suppli- 
cating his mercy. that the hand of the des- 
troyino- ansrel may be stayed, that we may be 
preserved as individuals and as a people, from 
the desolating scourge: or that in the midst 
ofdeserved wrath, he would be pleased to re- 
member our frailty, and his unbounded mer- 
cy. That he won Id. in tender compassion for 
his weak and erring creatures, mitisrate the 
inflictions he may in his wisdom see fit lo lay 
upon us. and prepare us to receive, with a be- 
coming temper, hi= righteous award. 


And it is further recommended, that the 


good people of this commonwealth, accompa- 
ny their supplications with the sacrifice of 
praise and thanksgiving to the Father of all 
.Mercies, that in his infinite goodness, he hath 
hitherto preserved us as spared monuments of 
his mercy : for having in great loving kind- 
ness extended unto us a long continuance of 
healthful seasons, and for his unremitting1 
goodness in mingling with his judgments 
many rich blessings both of a spiritual, and 
temporal nature.

Mr. CLAY said he bad some obser- 


vations lo submit on ihis question, 
which he would not trespass on ihe 
Senate in offering, but that it had some 
command of leisure, in consequence ol 
the Conference which bad been agreed 
upon in respect to the Tariff. 


A bill lo re-charter the Bank had re- 


cently passed Congress, after much de- 
liberation. 
In this body, we know that 


there are member's enough, who enter- 
tain no constitutional scruples, to make, 
with the vote by which the bill was pas- 
sed, a majority of two-thirds. 
In the 


House of Representatives also, it is be- 
lieved, there is a like majority in 1'civoi 
of the bill. 
Notwithstanding this slale 


of things, the President has rejected 
the bill, and transmitted to the Senate 
an elaborate message, cnmmunicaiing 
at large his objections. 
The Constitu- 


lion requires that we should reconsider 
ihe bill, and that the question of its 
passage, the President's objections not- 
withstanding, shall be taken by Ayes 
and Noes 
Respect to him, as well as 


the injunctions of the Constitution, re- 
quire that we should deliberaiely ex- 
amine his reasons, and reconsider the 
question. 


The veto is an extraordinary power, 


which, though tolerated by the Consti- 
tution, was not expected, by ihe Con- 
vention, lo be used in ordinary cases.— 
It was designed for instances of preci- 
pitate legislation, in unguarded mo- 
ments. 
Thus restricted, and it bad 


been thus restricted by all former Pres- 
idents, ii might not be mischievous.— 
During Mr. Madison's Adminibtratioi 
of eight years, there bad occurred but 
two or three cases of its exercise. 
Du- 


ring the last Administration, I do not 
now recollect that it was once. 
In a 


period litlle upwards of three years 
the piesent Chief Magistrate lias em 
ployed the Veto four times. 
We no\\ 


near quite frequently, in the progress ol 
measures through Congress, ihe state- 
ment that the President will veto them, 
urged as an objection lo their passage. 


The Veto is hardly reconcileabir 


with ihe genius of represenuiive Gov- 
ernment. It is totally irrcconciieabie 
with it, if it is lo be frequently employ- 
ed in respect to the expediency of mea- 
sures, as well as their constitutionality. 
It is a feature of our Government bor- 
rowed from a prerogative of the Brit- 
ish King. 
And it is remarkable that 


in England it has grown obsolete, not 
having been used for upwards of a cen- 
tury. 
At the commencement of the 


French Revolution, in discussing the 
principles of their Consiitution, in ihe 
National Convention, the Veto held a 
conspicuous figure. The gay, laugh- 
ing population of Paris bestowed on the 
King the appellation of Monsieur Velo, 
and, on the Queen, that of Madame Ve- 
to. 
The Convention finally decreed, 


ibat if a measure rejected by the King, 
should obtain the sanction of two con- 
curring Legislatures, it should be a 
law. notwithstanding the Veto. In the 
Consiitution of Kentucky, and perhaps 
in some other of the State Constilu- 
lions, it is provided, that if, after the 
rejection of a bill by the Governor, ii 
shall be passed by a majority of ail ihe 
members elected to bolk Houses, it 
shall become a law, notwithstanding 
the Governor's objections. 
As a co- 


ordinate branch of the Government, 
the Chief Magistrate has great weight 
If, after a respectful consideration of 
his objections urged against a bill,a ma- 


this true, but strong statement of the j 
case, the present Bank of the United i 
Stales was established, and numerous 
other acls, of all ibc Departments of 
the Government, manifesting their set- 
tled sense of the power, have been ad- 
ded 10 ihose which existed prior lo ihe 
date of Mr. Madison's Message. 


No question has been more general- 


ly discussed, w i t h i n the last two \ears, 
by Ihe People at large, and in Stale Le- 
gislatures, than thai of ihe Bank. 
And 


ibis consideration of it has been promp- 
ted by ihe President himself. 
In his 


firsl Message to Congress, (in Decem- 
ber, 1829.) be brought the subject lo 
ihe view of that body and the Nation, 
and expressly declared, that it could 
not. for ihe interests of all concerned, 
be "too soon" settled. 
In each of his 


subsequent annual Messages, in 1830 
and 1831, he again invited the attention 
of Congress to the subject. 
Thus, af- 


ler an interval of two years, and after 
the i n t e r v e n t i o n of the election of a new 
Congress, the President deliberaiely re- 
neu's bis recommendation to consider 
ihe question of the renewal of ihe Char- 
ier of the Bank of ihe United Slates.— 
And yet his friends now declare the a- 
giialion of ihe question lo be prema- 
ture ! 
It was not premature in 1S29 


to present the question, but it is prema- 
ture in 1832 to consider and decide i l l 


After the President had directed 


public attention to this question, it be- 
came not only a lopic of popular con- 
versation, but was discussed in ihe 
Press, and employed as u theme in pop- 
ular elections. I was myself interro- 
gated, on more occasions than one, to 
make a public expression of my senti- 
ments ; and a friend of mine, in Ken- 
tucky, a candidate for the State Legis- 
lature, told me near two years ago, t h a t 
he was surprised, in an obscure part of 
his county, (the Hills of Benson.) where 
there was but litlle occasion for Banks, 
lo find himself questioned on the s t u m p 
as to the recharier of the Bank of the 
United States 
It seemed as if a sort 


of general order had gone out, from 
head-quarters, lo the' parfizans of the 
Administration every where, to agitate 
and make the mosl of ihe question - 
They have done so : and their condi- 
tion now reminds me of the fable in- 
vented by Dr 
Franklin of ihe Eagle 


and ihe Cat, to demonstrate that JEsop 
had not exhausted invention, in the con- 
struction of his memorable fables — 
The Eagle, you know, Mr. 
President, 


pounced from his lofty flight in the air, 
upon a Cat, taking it lo be a Pig. 
Hav- 


ing borne oil" his prize, he quickly fell 
most painfully ihe puws of the Cat 
thrust deeply into his sides and body 
Whilst flying, he held a parley with the 
supposed pig. and propose-d to lei go 
bis hold, if the other would let him a- 
lone. 
No, says puss, you brought me 


from yonder earth below, and I will 
bold fast to you until you carry me 
back—a condition to which the Eagle 
readily assented. 


The friends of the President, who 


have been for near three years agitating 
this question, now lurn round upon 
their opponents who have supposed ihe 
President quite serious and in earnest, 
in presenting il for public considera- 
tion, and charge them with premature- 
ly agitating it. 
And that for election- 


eering purposes! 
The other side un- 


derstands perfectly the policy of pre- 
ferring an unjust charge in order to a- 
void a well founded accusation. 


If there be an electioneering motive 


in the mtitter, who have been actuated 
by it ? Those who have taken the I3re- 
sident at his word, and deliberated on a 
measure which he has repeatedly rec-

It is true that, by the casting 


vole of the Speaker of the House of Re- 
presentatives (Mr. CIIEVES,) they rejec- 
ted another bank bill, not on grounds 
ol" want of power, but upon considera- 
tions of expediency in the particular 
structure of that'bank- 


Both the adverse precedents, there- 


fore, relied upon in the message, ope- 
rate directly against 
the 
argument 


which they were brought forward to 
maintain. 
Congress, by various other 


acls, in relation to ihe Bank of the Uni- 
ted Slates, has again and again sanc- 
tioned the power. 
And 1 believe it 


may be truly affirmed that, from the 
commencement of ihe Government lo 
this day, there has not been a Congress 
opposed to ihe Bank of the United 
Slates upon the distinct ground 
of a 


want of power to establish it. 


And here, Mr. President. I must re- 


quest the indulgence of ihe Senate, 
whilst I express a few worlds in «elaliou 
to myself. 


I voted in 1811, against the old Bank 


of the United Stales, and I delivered, 
on the occasion, a speech, in which, a- 
mong other reasons, I assigned that of 
its being unconsl'uutional. 
My speech 


has been read to the Senate, during the 
progress of this bill, but the reading of 
it excited no other regret than that it 
was read in such a wretched, bungling, 
mangling 
manner.* 
During a long 


public life (I mention the fact not as 
claiming any merit for it,) the only 
great question in which I have ever 
changed my opinion, is that of the Bank 
of the United Stales. 
If ihe research- 


es of the Senator had carried him a lit- 
tle further, he would, by turning over a 
few more leaves of ihe same book from 
which he read my speech, have found 
that which 1 made in 1816. in support 
of the present bank. By she reasons as- 
signed in it for the change of my opin- 
ion. I am ready to abide in the judg- 
ment of the present generation and of 
posterity. 
In 1816, being Speaker of 


the House of Representatives, it was 
perfectly in my power lo have said no- 
thing and did nothing, and thus have 
concealed 
the 
change 
of 
opinion 


which my mind had undergone. 
But 


I did not choose lo remain silent and es- 
cape responsibility- 1 chose publicly 
to avow my actual conversion. 
The 


war, and the fatal experience of its dis- 
astrous events, bad changed me. 
Mr. 


Madison, Gov. Pleasants, and almost 
all the public men around me, my polit- 
ical friends, had changed their opinions 
from the .same causes. 


The power lo establish a Bank is de- 


duced from that clause of the Consiitu- 
tion which confers on Congress all 
powers necessary and proper to carry 
into effect the enumerated powers. 
In 


1311, I believed a Bank of the United 
Stales not necessary, and that a safe re- 
liance might be placed on the local 
banks, in the administration of the fis- 
cal a Hairs of the Government. 
The 


war taught us m jiiy lessons, and among 
others c'u-inorislrated the necessity of a 
35ank of the Uniied Stales to ihe suc- 
cessful operations oS ihe Govcr.-imcssi. 
1 will n*jt"troub-Je live Senate vhh a ps> 
nasal of any speech in 3836, but ask it*, 
permission to read a few extracts :

crcising what had been considered, at 
all times, and in all countries, one ol the 
highest attributes of sovereignty—the 
regulation of the current medium of the 
country. 
They were no longer 
com- 


petent to assist the Treasury, in cither 
of ihe great operations of collection, 
deposile, or distribution of the public 
revenues. 
In fact, the paper which 


they emitted, and which the Treasury, 
from ihe force of events, found itself 
constrained lo receive, was constantly 
obstructing ihe operations of that De- 
p a r t m e n t ; for it would accumulate 
where it was not wanted, and could not 
be used where it was wanted, for the 
purposes of Government, without a ru- 
inous and arbitrary brokerage. 
Every 


man who paid to or received from the 
Government, paid or received as much 
less t h a n lie ouglu lo have done, as was 
the difference between the medium in 
which the payment was effected and 
specie. Taxes were no longer uniform. 
In New-England, where specie pay- 
ments had not been suspended, the Peo- 
ple were called upon to pay larger con- 
tributions than where they were sus- 
pended. 
In Kentucky, as much more 


was paid by ihe People, in their taxes, 
than was paid, for example, in the 
State of Ohio, as Kentucky paper was 
worth more than Ohio paper. 
* *- 


"Considering, then, lhat the state of 


the currency was such that no thinking 
man could contemplate it without the 
most serious alarm ; that it threatened 
general distress, if it did not ultimately 
lead to convulsion arid subversion of 
ihe Government—it appeared to him 
to be the d u t y of Congress to apply a 
remedy, if a remedy could be devised. 
A national bank, with other auxiliary 
measures, was proposed as that reme- 
dy. 
Mr. CLAY said he determined lo 


examine the question with as little pre- 
judice as possible arising from his for- 
mer opinion ; he knew that the safest 
course to him, if he pursued a cold, 
calculating prudence, was to adhere to 
lhat opinion, right or wrong. 
He was 


perfectly aware that, if he changed,'or 
seemed to change it, he should expose 
himself to some censure ; but, looking 
at the subject with the light shed upon 
it by events happening since the com- 
mencement of ihe war, he could no 
longer doubt. * * * He preferred, 
lo the suggestions of the pride of con- 
sistency, ihe evident interests of the 
community, and determined to ihrovr 
himself upon their justice and candor." 


The interest which foreigners hold 


in the existing Bank of the U. States is 
dwelt upon in the mes-sage as a serious 
objection to the re-charter. 
But this 


interest is ihe result of the assignable 
nature of the stock ; and if the objec- 
tion be well lbunded,'it applies to Gov- 
ernment siock, to the stock in local 
banks, in canal and other companies, 
created for internal improvements, and 
every species of money or movcablesin 
which foreigners may acquire an inte- 
rest. The assignable character of the 
stock is a quality conferred, not for the 
benefit of foreigners, but for lhat of our 
own citizens. 
And the faclol its being 


transferred lo them is the effect of the 
balance of trade being against us—an 
evil, if it be one, which the American 
System will correct. AH Governments 
wanting capital, resort to foreign na- 
tions possessing it in superabundance, 
lo obtain it. 
Sometimes the resort is 


even made by one to another bellige- 
rent nation. During our Revolutionary 
war we obtained foreign capital (Dutch 
and French,) to aid us. During the 
late war American stock was sent to 
Europe to sell; and, if I am not misin- 
formed, to Liverpool. The question 
does not depend upon thc//&ice whence 
the capital is obtained, but the advan- 
tageous t/se of it. 
The confidence of

Vour committee have, therefore, felt the im- 
portance of the duties assigned them, convin- 
ced that, although life and death are, after 
all, in the hands of GOD, the Author of our na- 
ture requires us to be found using those 
means which, in other cases, he has been 
pleased to bless. 


The duties assigned them by the resolu- 


tion, are the following two, viz.: To divide 
the Town into Wards, suitable for the inspec- 
tion of Visiting Committees; and to take into 
consideration the propriety of appointing a 
Board of Health. 


The Committee suggest the following Di- 


vision into WardK, viz.: That the whole Bo- 
rough be divided into two parts by Baltimore- 
street—each of which part shall contain four 
wards: That these wards be further bounded, 
respectively, by the several Streets running 
East and Wesi, viz. E. & W. York-street, 
Middle-street, and High-street; and that the 
whole of the Borough lying youth of High- 
street should be divided into two wards by 
Baltimore-street—each ward in this, as in ev- 
ery other case, extending to the middle of the 
Street bounding it. 


As to the propriety of appointing a Board 


of JJcalt/i, your Committee cannot entertain 
any doubts. It is true, our Borough is. at 
present, blessed with its usual share ofhealth; 
and the means hitherto adopted, are merely 
precautionary. But, even in this state of 
things, the existence of such a Board maybe 
useful; for, it is taken for granted, that it will 
embrace the members of that respected Pro- 
fession, who must naturally be supposed best 
acquainted with the nature, svmptorns and 
prevention of this formidable di&ease; and to 
whose science and experience, our own life 
and that of our families must, under GOD, be 
confided.
